LAKE  FOREST,  Calif.  (BP)  —  Despite  risks 
of  personal  safety  and  the  possibility  of  being 
used  for  propaganda  purposes  by  dictator 
Kim  Jong  fl,  Rick  Warren  said  he  will  proceed 
with  plans  to  hold  a  rally  in  North  Korea  next 
year.
